A compara¬ 
tively small part of the reve¬ 
nue of the tariff is imposed 
upon articles of consumption which 
rich and poor must ubc nlike, such 
as sngar. As there are two insti¬ 
tutions benefited by the tariff, the 
government, which derives a reve¬ 
nue, and the manufacturer, who is 
afforded protection, Mr. Carnegie 
very conclusively proves that of 
money caused to l»e paid by a tar¬ 
iff the rich pay theirs into the 
treasury at Washington, and the 
poor into the pockets of the 


Of course not.every French man 
and woman saves and puts by 
something, but the practice is 
nearly universal. It seems true, 
also, that those who earn the least, 
and who are forced to pinch and 
screw the haadest* to give them¬ 
selves food, shelter and clothing of 
some sort, form flio great saving 
class. . 

At the end of 1898 the public 
and private savings-banks of 
French had more than eight mill¬ 
ion depositors, and the amount 
standing to their credit wns three 
and three-quarters billion francs. 
Yet this vast sum—about equal to 
the net pnblic debt of the United 
States—was made up of little ac¬ 
counts which average but four- 
hundred and sixty francs, or nine¬ 
ty-two dollars each.

A professor m tho Michigan Agri¬ 
cultural College speaks of atmospheric 
microbes from the foul air of »ublen 
getting into milk and canning it to 
“(*oar und spoil." This language im¬ 
plies that the souring of milk miht of 
necessity result from ita contact with 
uir that is impure. Instead of this 
the Mouriag i* always the result of 
eoutuot of the milk with the oxygeu 
of the atmosphere. /There are always 
seme inpuritics in air, aud these cause 
it to spoil, the oxygen making this 
spoiling more rapid. If all impurities 
could br kept out of milk, it would 
sour without spoiling But whoa 
milk is io contact with air uo matter 
how pure it may eoeui, this is impos¬ 
sible. Souring thu* oece*nurdy means 
that the milk will continue to ferment 
until it becomes rotten or spoiled. 
The Michigan professor, however, 
makes a mistake in suggesting the 
possibility of milking through tube* 
into close cau*, iu order to keep out 
the injurious microbes always found 
in the air. The air always fills thu 
open space in the cows' teat*, and thus 
the milk eveu before it leave* them 
must have some impurities. The only 
way to have milk entirely pure u to 
sterilise it bv subjecting it to enough 
heat to destroy all mjunous microbes. 
No care in milking can ever entirely 
prevent their entrance into il — Bos- 
tou Cultivator.

Transporting Woods in t'olomhis. 

Cornu I Pellet, of Barranquilla, 
Colombia, writes as follows to the 
State Department at Washington 

From the several landings on the 
river (save at Puerto Berrio, whence 
a railroad extends several railei into 
the country) goods are transported 
on mule hack. Sometimes light, fra¬ 
gile goods are taken on tho backs of 
Indian women, a broad hempen strap 
passing across the forehead. I have 
seen many of them marohing "Indian 
file” over the mountains to Bogota. 
Packages for inland transportation 
should not weigh over 125 pounds. 
Two of suob packages constitute s 
"oargs," or a beast’s burden. 

Piano* are transported over the 
mountains by Indians, the instrument 
being slung to loog, stout poles. The 
Indians are divided into relays. To 
tho near-by villages goods are trans¬ 
ported on "burros'’ (donkeys), as 
shown in tho illustration. I have 
seen a drove of tbeso patient littlo ao-

At the tame le*aon where Mrs. Borer 
treated Vienna bread ahe also took up 
whole wheat bread, which is considered 
extremely nutritious and wholesome. 

It was a noticeable fact that tha 
dough snd sponge of the whole wheat 
bread was entirely different from that 
of tho Vienna. In the pan it was 
weighty to tho touob, and on the 
kneading board proved itself fsr from 
elastic. The whole wheat is the grain 
robbed of tho hnsk. It is nitrogenous 
and contains phosphates, therefore it 
is moat nutritions, and away and be 
vond the whit* bread in the matter of 
healthful properties. Tho recipe for 
this is one quart of liquid, which may 
be one-half milk and one-half water. 
Scald the milk and add the water to it. 
When lukewarm add one cake of dis¬ 
solved yeast, one teaspoonful of salt 
and snffloient wbol* wheat flour to 
make dongb, like white bread. Knead 
until soft and elastic, cover in a bowl 
or pan and let it stand three hours, 
then moold, put in greased square pan 
and stand aaid* for one hour; after 
whioh bake in a moderately alow oven. 

A floor rish in glnten soon becomes 
elastic. Keep the sponge at the first 
kneading at a temperature of sixty- 
oight to seventy degrees. To make 
sure of jo nr yeast, never us* a cake 
that is the least bit soft or has aoy 
other odor than that which belongs to 
it by nature. The square loaf requires 
a slow oven, the more slender Vienna 
form a quick one. 

In home-made yeast there is a ming¬ 
ling of weeds, as yeaat of this ordor is 
unonltivated, while in the German 
variety all the weeds have been ex¬ 
punged, and in one tiny oake there 
are ten thousand times as many yesst 
germs as in a cup of home-made yeast. 

Corn bread was next taken op, and 
the recipe for that was given as fol¬ 
lows : One-half pint of boiling water, 
mixed with ouo-half pint of corn flour 
until )the combination is free from 
lumps and is perfectly smooth. Add 
one-half cup of milk ami place on the 
fire, cooking until it is scalded; adJ

RECIPES. 

Cocoannt Pyramids—^Whip th* 
whites of fivo eggs as for icing, add 
ono pound of powdered sugar while 
doing this until it will stand alone, 
then beat in one cup of grated cocoa- 
nut. Shape into pyramids upon a 
dish and servo. 

Hickory-Nut Macaroons—To one 
and a half cupfuls of hickory-nut 
meats pounded tiuo add ground all¬ 
spice and nutmeg to taste. • Make a 
frosting aa for cakes, stir iu tho meats 
and spices.

In matters of this 
kind the Government service should 
be far ahead of the newspaper service, 
for treaty obligations reqnire tho 
transmission of Government messages 
by cable whan commercial messages 
jsn be declined. But it is pretty hnrd 
for tho Government, even with all the 
ippareut Advantages on its side, to 
get ahead of the enterprising Ameri¬ 
can newspaper. 

The transmission of news by eablo 
daring some such emergonev oh now 
exists in Asia is not tho only news duty 
Df the American consols aud commer¬ 
cial agents or the ministers or arabas- 
iador* of the United States at foreign 
.capitals. The Bureau of Statistics of 
the State DepflKoient lasues at month¬ 
ly intervals small volumes of reports 
lent in by our diplomatic representa¬ 
tives; some of them volunteered and 
«omo sent in response to inquires of 
the Department. This news feature 
of the consular service has become of 
great commercial importance to the 
United States. 

The consuls of the United States are 
required to sond in at regular inter¬ 
vals reports of the condition of public 
health in the towns or cities where 
they are stationed. These reports and 
the reports sent by certain medical 
correspondents who represent the hos¬ 
pital service abroad are published by 
the Surgeon-OAneral in a weekly bul¬ 
letin. This bulletiu is one of the most 
valuable news publications of the 
Government. Nut all of the informa¬ 
tion published in it comes by mail. 
Whore the United States is threat¬ 
ened with cholera or any other con¬ 
tagious discaao the surgeon receives 
reports by wire, usually throagh the 
State Department and its representa¬ 
tives. 

Next to the uews service of theStst) 
Department the Agricultural Depart¬ 
ment has the most elaborate and com¬ 
plete system of news-gathering and 
distribution. For, the crop report 
alone the services of nearly 6000 cor¬ 
respondents are called iuto requisi¬ 
tion directly or indirectly. Thero 
ire about 2000 correspondents who 
report to the ilepartmeut direct. 

There are almost an equal number 
reporting to the State agents of the 
department who make up State esti¬ 
mates and forwtrd them to the 
statistician for comparison. These 
correspondents are just as surely uews- 
gatborer* as are the correspondents of 
[ city papers iu the rural districts. 
Ther receive uu compensation. Their

How Scissors Are Made. 

Though no complexities are involved 
in the making of scissors or much 
skill required, yet tho process ol 
manufacture is very interesting. 
They are forged from good bar steel 
heated to redness, each blade being 
cat off with sufficient metal to form 
the shank, or that destined to bccomo 
the cutting part, aud bow, or that 
whioh later uu is fastenod into the 
holding |K>rtiou. For the bow a small 
hole is punched, aud that is afterward 
expanded to the required size by ham¬ 
mering it on a conical anvil, after 
which both thank and bow are filed 
in a more perfect shape and the hole 
bored iu ihe middle for the rivet. 
The blades are uuxt ground, and the 
handles tiled smooth and burnished 
with oil aud emery, after which the 
pairs are fitted together and tested as 
to thvir easy working. They are not 
yet finished, however. They have to 
undergo hardening and tempering 
and be again adjusted, after which 
they arc finally put together again 
and polished for tba third time. iu 
comparing the edges ol knives snd 
scissors it will be noticed, of course, 
that the latter are nut in au y way ao 
sharply ground as the former, aud 
that in cutting, scissors crush snd 
bruise more than knifes. —'San 1 rau- 
ciaco Chronicle.

a more convenient season—which 
generally does not oome, simply be¬ 
cause they aro forgotten, being "only 
a match”—we can got plenty more for 
n ceut, and time is too valuable to be 
wasted over so* lmdgnidcsnt a trifle. 

Tho moral is obvious; familiarity 
has bred contempt, and in the use of 
these dangerous little conveniences wo 
have become extremely careless.

Steam beef 
ia to all intents and pnrpoaea like 
boiled beef, and boiled beef 365 days 
in the year ia monotonous to aay the 
least The men haro sweetened 
ooffee, without milk, and broad with¬ 
out butter, at overy meal. The offi¬ 
cer* agree that the Government ration 
should be so changed aa to feed tho 
men at least properly. The old 
ration, established for field use in war 
times, ia still in rogue, and the men 
are allowod only about cloven cents a 
day for subsistence. There can be do 
doubt that radical changes are needed 
in tho department, and ought to bo 
made, if tuo sentiments and opinions 
of both offloers and men amount to 
anything. As matters in the mesa 
hall now are, tho men frankly admit 
tbst no can so for desertion in tho 
army is so strong as tho mess hall. 
Many of tho moo tako their meals at 
tho restaurant in tho canteen, as long 
nsihoir pay lasts. Those moo there¬ 
fore are simply soldiering for thoir 
board, and not tho best board at that 

Aside from this ono point Fort 
Riley is an ideal military station Tho 
buildings and everything in them is 
of tho best, and tho location of tho 
post is ono of tho most dolightful in 
tho United States.

SEASONABLE SALADS. 

Ocion Salad—Break white bread or 
biscuit into bite, dry in tho ovon until 
luffloiently brittle to rub through a 
sieve. Boil four eggs harJ. With two 
teaoapfals of sifted crumbs mix two 
imall onions chopped, tho chopped 
whites of two eggs, two tablespoonfols 
of melted batter, a teaspooufol of salt, 
a little peppor, aud throe tablespoon¬ 
fuls of vinegar. Add lakowarm water 
to make a smooth mass, place in a glass 
dish, smooth tho top, and rub the yolks 
of tho eggs through a sieve to cover. 
Cut tbo remaining whites into rings 
and scatter over the top. 

Potato Salad—Pare or boil six or 
sight potatoes tho size of an egg ; alico 
thin whilo hot, and mix with tho slices 
i tablespoonful of chopped onion, and 
fonr tablespoonfuls of chopped boiled 
beets. Let stand two hours then mix 
in lightly a French dressing. 

French Dressing—Beat till well 
blendod tuo tablespoonfols of molted 
butter, a scant teaspoonful of salt, 
half a teaspoonful of peppor, and two 
tablospoonfuls of vinegar. Beat till 
light and foamy. 

Bean Salad—Drain a pint of iftha 
beans which have been boilod in salted 
water till tender bnt not broken, out 
a medium-sized boilod potsto in thus 
dices while hot. Mix with a fork, 
beans, potatoes, two tablespoonfols of 
any cold chopped meat aud a tea> 
spoonfal of dry mustard. Place in q 
*ulad bowl and ponr French dressing 
over tho top. 

? Codfish Baled—Pall codfish into 
thin strips, soak twelve hours in oold 
water, then change to fresh and let lio 
half au hour. Remove the moisture 
with a soft towel, dip in melted but¬ 
ter, and broil. While warm shred 
finely and wheu cold add a very little 
vinegar. Place on the top of some 
finely shredded cabbage aud serve 
with mayonnaise dressing. 

Mayouuaiso Dressing—Beat the 
yolks of two egg* with half a tea- 
speonfut of salt aud a toosuoonful of 
mustard. Beat io, a little at a time, 
sixteen tableapooufal* of molted but¬ 
ter. Wheu a smooth paste results, 
dilute with vinegar until it is tha 
oousiatenoy of thick cream. This 
dr casing keeps well if oloeely corked.
